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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 U$C § 102 

Claims 1-7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hampl Jr et 
al (US patent 51 15372) herein Hampl. 

Hampl discloses an oligomer-free polyester, useful as an optical media (column 
6, line 45) based on 9,9 bis (4-hydrophenyl)-fluorene and a mixture of terephthalic and 
isophthalic acids at ratio ranges from 30/70 to 70/30 by weight (column 4, line 5) with 
degree of polymerization greater than 20 (column 3, line 15). The above copolymer 
does not shiow any yellow color after being exposed to sunlight for two days (Example 
2). 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, since the Applicant's and Hampl's structures are 
identical, the Reference's polyester inherently possesses Tg higher than 325C and 
yellowing coefficient Yc lower than 0.0055.
